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Profitless Prosperity Can Be 
Made Profitable by Fair Play 


Sacrificing profit for volume, if prevalent 
comment be credible, has become the bad 
habit of business. Like bad habits of what- 
ever sort, it seems to fascinate, to hypnotize, 
those on whom it has fastened, until they 
seem to believe that it is a beneficent prac- 
tice. Sacrificing profit may not be wholly 
bad if it be of the nature of a burnt offering 
in which remains after the ceremony a por- 
tion of the sacrificial flesh utilizable and 
sufficient for the sustenance of the sacrificer. 
It has a wholly different aspect when the 
sacrificing amounts to total, or practically 
total, consumption. None can live on the 
smoke which rises from the stacks of in- 
dustry anymore than on that which ascends 
from an altar of stones. It is not, by any 
means, all of industry to send forth stream- 
ers of finely divided carbon and ash. There 
must be a residue in the drawers of the cash 
register. 

A salesman (drummer, he was), entering 
the general store of a Pennsylvania Dutch- 
man in one of the villages of Lancaster 
county, in the early ’nineties, saw on a stack 
of rolls of table oilcloth a sign: “c.19 a yd.” 
(It was thirty-odd years ago.) The ma- 
terial looked too good (in comparison with 
that carried by the drummer) to be sold at 
the price indicated. So, he said to the store- 
keeper: “Mr. Schumacher, what did you pay 
for this table oilcloth?” “Vier tollar a bold” 
was the reply. There were twenty yards in 
a bolt, making the cost, not including 
freight, 20 cents a yard. 

“Mr. Schumacher, that oilcloth costs you 
a cent a yard more than you sell it for,” 
said the drummer. “Ach, yah; but so 
mootch of it I sell. Den bold year ago last 
summer I buy. So mootch as vun piece off 
any bold to last week for two shillin’ [25 
cents] I sell. Alretty dree whole bold is 
gone,” 

Perhaps Mr. Schumacher had realized that 
it was costing him more than a cent a yard 
to keep that oilcloth on his shelves. Perhaps 
he had been fascinated by the glitter of 
volume. The business man of today, who 
pursues volume regardless, is in much the 
same situation. All too often he does not 
have the applebutter and homeknit stockings 
which served to maintain Schumacher’s 
margin of profit at the safety line, and his is 
wholly a profitless prosperity. 

Stocks are selling at unprecedented high 
prices. But, what are they paying the stock- 
holder? The wages of labor are high. But, 
unemployment increases at an alarming 
rate. And the wages earned by capital in- 


vested in industry and commerce are not 
high. Basically, business has much sta- 
bility. But, competition in price has begun 


to weaken its superstructure materially. 

What is to be done to correct the weak- 
ening faults? 

Answers to this question come glibly from 
many tongues. The remedies offered for 
price-cutting are as many as those in 
friendly advice to the man with a cold. The 
most reasonable answers educe the elimina- 


’ 


tion of price-cutting by co-operation aimed 
at the eradication of all ruthless trade prac- 


tices. It is not co-operation that is needed. 
Co-operation’ is but a_ shibboleth. Co- 
operation means working together, and 


competitors cannot be expected to work to- 
gether beyond the exchange of experiences 
and information. To that extent it is co- 
operation which is needed. The greater 
need is non-interference, fair play. 

The business man does not need the oper- 
ating help of his competitor. He would not 
welcome it. He does need an equitable 
opportunity to operate his own business at 
a profit. To give him this, his competitor 
needs but do the same. Simple, is it not? 
But, simple formulas, like simple faiths, have 
become somewhat out of place in the com- 
plexity of modern life. They do not fit in 
with the pursuit of greater gods—or volume. 

True, says the sceptic; but all this great 
prosperity which is alleged to exist must be 
spread thin, or it would not go round. Who 
is to be denied a share in order that a thicker 
layer may remain? There is an answering 
question—to adopt a Yankeeism: Who 
spreads the layer of prosperity? Who but 
they that make it? The thickening of the 
layer is in their hands. No buyer can com- 
pel a seller to sacrifice his profit—but, an- 
other seller can by unnecessarily sacrificing 
his own. 

Plants must be kept going—so say they 
who would find excuses for the pursuit of 
volume. Idle capacity is idle capital. And 
idle capital is a grev ious waste. A going 
plant is not an asset, however, if its produc- 
tiveness be all outgoing. Oilcloth on the 
shelves is a liability. But, is there no alter- 
native other than moving it at a loss?

Quinine Antitrust Suit “ 
Has Some Interesting Aspects 

After some five months of desultory skir- 
mish firing, the Federal government has 
fired its first big gun in the attack on the 
alleged control of the quinine business in 
the United States by a foreign monopoly. 
Some six tons of quinine were seized under 
the Wilson tariff act last week at the ware- 
house of the accredited agent of the Dutch 
combine. A Federal grand jury has launched 
a supplementary attack. And the govern- 
ment forces have been arrayed against a 
formidable-appearing (in names, at least) 
group of defendants. 

Conditions in the quinine business of the 
markets of the world have long been the 
subject of much comment and the object of 
a deal of adverse criticism. A series of 
illuminating articles, in which a British 
authority discussed this subject, was pub- 
lished in the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter 
some half-dozen years ago. Judging from 
the allegations made in the government’s 
complaint against monopolistic control, the 
conditions were not reconstructed in the 
post-war years. 

Insofar as the American manufacturer of 
quinine and the consumer, manufacturing 


or ultimate, are concerned, the government’s 
fight against the quinine monopoly might 
be expected to prove one waged with a 
two-edged sword. It is set forth in the com- 
plaint in the legal action that the American 
manufacturers have been violating the anti- 
trust law under duress. They are said to 
have been placed in the dilemma of comply- 
ing with the orders of the monopoly or be- 
ing deprived of a supply of the raw material, 
cinchona bark. Their position, in the cir- 
cumstances of an effort to break the hold 
of monopoly, is not an enviable one. They 
face the question which must arise in every 
attempt to apply the antitrust laws to the 
operations of foreign monopolies in this 
country; that is: Will the buyer or the 
seller have the greater endurance? They 
are peculiarly placed, because the govern- 
ment says that they must not give in. What, 
then, are they to do? 

It is argued, in connection with such cir- 
cumstances as those characteristic of the 
quinine monopoly suit, that foreign com- 
bines ask only to be permitted to do in this 
country that which American firms partici- 
pating in export combinations under the 
Webb-Pomerene act are permitted to do 
abroad. This is an ingenuous argument. 
The Webb-Pomerene act is designed to 
enable American firms to meet, in foreign 
markets, the competition of combines which 
are authorilzed by the laws of those coun- 
tries, or, at least, are not prohibited. Domes- 
tic combines of the nature of the European 
cartel or convention are not permitted to 
operate in the United States. Therefore, the 
foreign operator in the markets of this coun- 
try has no combine competition to meet. 


The progress of the quinine antitrust 
suit will be interesting to watch. If the 
allegations of the government are substan- 
tiated to any extent, a decided change in 
the methods of marketing cinchona bark 
and its alkaloidal derivatives in this country 
is inevitable. It is not easy to believe that 
the Dutch monopoly, in the event of an ad- 
verse decision, would feel warranted in giv- 
ing up the American market. The possibili- 
ties of synthetic chemistry for the furnish- 
ing of efficacious substitutes for quinine are 
such that recovery of the market, even with 
full concession to the law, might prove 
rather difficult.

Virginia Oil Trade 
Advised by F. T. C. 


Commission Passes on Rules of 
Practice Resulting From 


Conference in 1927 


WASHINGTON, March 21, 1928. 
Trade practice rules, adopted by repre- 
sentatives of the petroleum industry in 
Virginia, have been approved by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission insofar as they 
have to do with the loaning and furnish- 


ing of distributing equipment, the post- 
ing of wholesale prices, the placing of 


goods on consignment, and the paying of 
commissions, leases and licenses, and in- 
terference with existing contracts (group 
I below). The commission has disapproved 


rules prohibiting deliveries from tank- 
Wagons direct to the tanks of motor ve- 


hicles and limiting the extension of credit 
(group III below). 

The commission has also disapproved a 
qualification that ‘‘companies and dealers 
who participated in the conference are 
disposed to follow this agreement as long 
as it is lived up to by all marketers.”’ It 
approved the statement that participants 
“reserve to themselves the right to meet 
competition of competitors employing any 
practices violating the foregoing agree- 
ment, or employing any other untair prac- 
tices, and after making full investigation 
meet such competition by employing the 
practices herein condemned or otherwise.” 

Rules having to do with retail prices, 
coupon books, gifts or bonuses, lotteries, 
advertising rentals, equipment rentals, 
and bulk deliveries (group II below) have 
been accepted by the commission as ex- 
pressions of the trade. 


Text of the Rules 


._The rules were adopted by the Vir- 
£inia petroleum trade as the result of a 
conference with representatives of the 
Federal Trade Commission, held at Rich- 
mond, May 25, 1927.

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Quinine Seized by Government in 
Action Against Dutch Monopoly 


Six Tons Taken from Warehouse of Greeff & Co. 
As Grand Jury Examines Members of Trade 
—Long List of Defendants 


tons of quinine were seized 
inspectors March 23 at the 
R. W. Greeff & Co., Inc., 94 
Pearl Street, this city. This action was 
said to be the first step in the govern- 
ment’s suit against the Dutch monopoly 
control of quinine in the United States. 
However, a Federal grand jury here has 
examined several persons in the past two 
weeks in an investigation of the quinine 
situation. The seized quinine was taken 
to the United States Army base in Brook- 
lyn. Sixty thousand ounces on _ the 
“Volendam,” arrived last Saturday, were 
slated for seizure, and all future arrivals 
will be taken by the government. 

In explanation of the seizure of the 
quinine, Israel B. Oseas, special assistant 
to the Attorney-General, who has devel- 
oped the evidence for the government 
against the quinine monopoly, said that, 
under Federal Law, goods brought into 
the United States by persons engaged in

The government’s allegations, set forth 
in an affidavit filed by Mr. Oseas with the 
United States Commissioner, Garrett W. 
Cotter, are that for many years there has 
existed an unlawful conspiracy with re- 
gard to quinine products sold in_ the 
United States, the purposes of which have 
been to restrain trade, to eliminate free 
competition, and to increase the prices.

Parties to the Agreement 


The principal parties to this combina- 
tion, according to Mr. Oseas’s affidavit, are 
a group of Dutch manufacturers of qui- 
nine products. They are N. V. Amster- 
damsche Chininefabriek, N. V. Neder- 
landsche Kininefabriek, and N. V. Ban- 
doengsche Kininefabriek. These manufac- 
turers in combination have secured con- 
tracts from the producers of over 95 
percent of the cinchona bark, grown on 
the Island of Java, from which quinine 
is made. Control of allotments of bark 
is alleged to have been exercised through 


an organization known as the Kina 
Bureau, consisting of representatives of 
the Dutch manufacturers as well as rep- 


resentatives of the planters. 
The Americans who are named as pare 


ticipating in this conspiracy include R. 
W. Greeff & Co., Ine., Robert H. De 
Greeff, its president, and W. Newton 


Barnum, its treasurer; Hoffman-La Roche 
Chemical Works, Inec., and Elmer HH. 
Iobst, its treasurer. The American manu- 
facturers said to have been coerced by 
the Dutch into entering into this arrange- 
ment are Merck & Co., Inc., successors to 
the Powers - Weightman - Rosengarten 
Company, and the New York Quinine 
& Chemical Works, Inc. 

Mr. Oseas alleged that evidence in his 
possession indicated that the Kina Bureau 
had compelled the American manufactur- 


ers to do business with the Dutch fac- 
tories, and to sell manufactured quinine 
to the American consumer on terms dic- 


tated by the Kina Bureau, under penalty 
c: forfeiting entirely to the Dutch the 
business’ Of selling quinine tn the Unitea 
States, He said that while the Dutch 
furnished cinchona bark to the American 
manufacturers and permitted them to sell 


quinine in this country, the Dutch also 
were engaged in the business of importing 
cuinine into the United States, through 
their agent, R. W. Greeff & Co. 

American man™facturers, it was ale 


leged, are obliged to réport to the Kina 


Bureau all sales which they make to 
American consumers, and have _ received 
instructions from the Greeff & Co. as to 
the prices and discounts at which they 
shall sell to the American trade. They 
ure also obliged to carry a large excess 
inventory of cinchona bark (or manu- 
factured quinine equivalent) known as 
“iron stock.” The reason for this is that 


the Kina Bureau, having found the Dutch 
factories burdened with a heavy inventory 
due to world over-production of bark in 
1921 and 1922, compelled the other manu- 
facturers of quinine throughout the world 
to take over this burten and told them 
that, if they sold any part of their “iron 
stock,’’ they would be unable to obtain 
any further supplies of cinchona bark. 
It was said that the interest on the in- 
vestment recuired by a large American 
manufacturer to carry the “iron stock” 
allotted to it exceeded $50,000 per year: 
and that the Kina Bureau has permitted 
the Dutch factories to sell out entirely 
— “iron stock” formerly allotted to 
them. 


Sales Quotas Fixed 


It is pointed out that the American 
manufacturers also are subject te the 
so-called “Aussgleich,”” a means whereby 
the quinine manufacturers of the world 
are allotted an annual sales quota, based 
on an arbitrary division of the world’s 
business by the Kina Bureau. Under the 
“‘Aussgleich,” manufacturers who oversell 
their quota are obliged to remit their 
excess profits to the Kina Bureau at 
Amsterdam which turns this money over 
to those who undersell their quota. During 
recent years, it is alleged, American 
manufacturers have been obliged to remit 
many thousands of dollars to the Kina 
Bureau under this arrangement, the 
terms of the ‘“‘Aussgleich” being such that 
the Dutch factories are the only manu- 
facturers who regularly undersell their 
allotted quota and receive a correspond- 
ing subsidy from the others, including 
the Americans. 

Robert H. deGreeff, 
principal of R. W. 
referred to in the affidavits as the agent 
in the United States for the Kina Bureau, 
who not only serves as the medium by 
which the Kina Bureau at Amsterdam 
transmits its instructions to the manu- 
facturers in this country, but also acts as

Greeff & Co., is 


the sales agency for the Dutch factories 
in the United States and is the means 
whereby they import large cuantities of 


manufactured quinine into this country 
for distribution to the American consumer 
at the prices fixed by the Kina Bureau in 
Amsterdam. 


Reselling Qualified 


It is said that large American users 
of quinine, ia order to obtain quinine, 
have been obliged to enter into contracts 
with the Kina Bureau, under which they 
wree not to resell cuinine on the open 
market in the United States except as it 
may be an ingredient in a manufactured 
pharmaceutical preparation. 

Mr. Oseas alleges that the present con- 
tracta between the Dutch and the planters 
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in Java are such that most of the plant- 
ers are committed to ship their bark to 
the order of the Kina Bureau, but that 
a small percentage of bark was formerly 
under contract to the Hoshi Pharmaceuti- 
eal Company, Tokyo, Japan, which manu- 
factures quinine therefrom and ships part 
of its output to the United States. Prior 
to 1926 the Hoshi company was not a 
member of the Kina Bureau, but in that 
vear it became a member and has since 
been subject to the terms of the “Auss- 
gleich” and, it is charged, pressure was 
brought to bear on the company to adhere 
to the uniform American prices dictated 
by the Kina Bureau at Amsterdam.

Discrimination Charged 


_Israel B Oseas told this paper that. in 
his opinion, Greeff & Co. and the Dutch 
trust had been guilty of gross violation 
of the antitrust laws of this country He 
declared that evidence in the hands of 
the government showed conclusively that 
the Dutch had reserved to themselves the 
largest buyers of quinine in the world. 
Special discounts, which American and 
other firms could not grant under their 
agreement with the trust, resulted in the 
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largest customers being put under con- 
tract, following which the other quinine 
factors were told to go ahead and sell if 


they could. : 
Mr. Oseas said that he considered that 


the two American makers had been guilty 


of technical violation of the antitrust 
laws, but directly because of the force 
which the Dutch trust applied to keep

The evidence of Mr. Ballantyne and Sir 
William Pope was important as showing 
that the reductions disclosed by Clem- 
mensen were of such general value that, 
if used, they would probably result in the 
product for which the plaintiffs claimed 
a patent.

On Again in Congress 
WASHINGTON, March 22, 1928. 


The problem of the disposition of the 
government properties at Muscle Shoals 
is no nearer solution than when Congress 
convened nearly five months ago.

The 
committee also voted not to report any 
of the other five Muscle Shoals bills which 
it has been considering during the ses- 
sion, and for the last two days it has 
been in executive session in an effort to 
draft a new bill which can secure the 
approval of a majority of the committee. 

President Coolidge has been repre- 
sented as being opposed to the enactment

Foreign Trade Notes 


Edgar Bonnet, vice-president of the 
board of the Suez Canal Company, has 
been elected chairman of the board of 
the Societe Generale des Huiles de 
Petrole, the French member of the 
Anglo-Persian group. 


The recently signed commercial 
treaty between Greece and Yugoslavia 
provides for special reductions in the 
Yugoslav tariff on Greek honey, oil, 
alcohol, palm oil, soap, albumen, starch 
and tannery by-products. 


Petroleum products, hempseed and 
industrial alcohol have been exempted 
from the order of the Greek Free Zone 
Committee, requiring that all merchan- 
dise, both in transit and for consump- 
tion in Saloniki, be landed and ware- 
housed within the Free Zone. 


The drugs and poison ordinance of 
the Gilbert and Ellice Islands, dated 
December 30, 1927, provides for the 
control of the importation, exportation, 
manufacture, or sale of drugs and poi- 
sons or their use within the colony. 
It also provides for the issuance of the 
necessary permits for importation, etc. 


An order of December 16, 1927, pro- 
vides that apparatus for spraying live- 
stock or plants with insecticides and 
fungicides may be imported into An- 
tigua free of duty. Such apparatus 
was formerly dutiable at 15 cents ad 
valorem under the general tariff and 
10 percent ad valorem under the Brit- 
ish preferential tariff. 


A series of conferences dealing with 
problems of marketing and office ad- 
ministration were held recently in 
Sarnia and Toronto, Canada, by chief 
clerks from the thirteen marketing 
branches of Imperial Oil, Ltd. The 
sessions were presided over by T. Cp 
MeCobb, treasurer of the company, and 
were attended by H. P. Mcllhiney, New 
York, and R. S. La Mar, Baltimore. 


In response to a question in the 
British House of Commons, February 
27, the secretary of state ior the colo- 
nies stated that he had received repre- 
sentations from the Palestine Arab 
Congress advocating the exploitation of 
minerals in the Dead Sea by the Pal- 
estine and Transjordan governments, 
but had replied that the undertaking 
was not one which couid properly be 
worked by the government. 


Greece has suspended operation of all 
its salterns until stocks now on hand 
are disposed of, according to Commer- 
cial Attache Fardner’ Richardson, 
Athens.

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Vermilion Red Advanced—Better Spot Trading on 
Several Lines — Inquiries for Million 
Pounds Zinc Oxide for Navy 


While conditions were still rather 
spotty in some divisions of the trade, 
business in paint and varnish mate- 
rials showed a slight improvement last 
week. It was evident that sales for 
the first quarter of the year will not 
reach anticipated totals in many in- 
stances, but definite improvement in 
buying has developed in several lines 
within the past few weeks, and the 
trade was still in an optimistic frame 
of mind. Vermilion red was quoted 
higher following a further advance in 
quicksilver. 

Prices for zine pigments have been 
well sustained.in the face of evident 
weakness in the position of the metal 
market, and manufacturers of zinc 
oxide and lithopone have been getting 
a fair pusiness, inquiry for the former 
having shown considerable improve- 
ment during the past week or so. A 
feature of last week’s market was the 
entry of the Navy Department into the 
market for 1,000,000 pounds of zinc 
oxide. Bids will be’ opened by the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 
Washington, D. C., on April 3 for 
400,000 pounds for delivery to the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, and on April 10 for 
an additional 600,000 pounds for de- 
livery to the same station. 


More interest was being shown in 
lead pigments, the market for the 
metal having firmed up considerably. 
Pigments in oil were meeting with a 
more active demand in some instances, 
but the market for dry pigments in 
casks, not covered by the corroders’ 
guarantee against price decline, was 
still rather routine. 


Reports from the market for finished 
paints, stains, enamels, etc., indicate 
that the season has been a little back- 
ward, and this has accounted for the 
comparative quiet which has prevailed 
in some of the materials market at a 
time when business would ordinarily 
be quite brisk.

Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Pronounced firmness was apparent 
in the pig lead market during the 
past week, the domestic market hold- 
ing steady with the London market 
sharply higher for the week. Heavy 
demand developed in the local mart 
during the week, and the trade was 
apparently anticipating a higher mar- 
ket. 

Lead production by countries that 
furnish about 90 percent of the world’s 
total amounted to 131,169 short tons in 
February, according to the American 
Bureau of Metal Statistics. Estimates 
for other countries of 14,500 tons bring 
the world’s total to 145,000 short tons. 
In January the reporting countries 
produced 134,509 tons and nonreport- 
ing countries produced 15,000 tons, or a 
total of 149,509 tons, against 153,521 
tons in December. 

Speculative buying was a feature 
of the slab zinc market during the 
past week and prices advanced frac- 
tionally both on spot and at East St. 
Louis, The London market also devel- 
oped some firmness during the week.

s3uyers were operating along some- 
what broader lines during the week, 
but the market tone was still rather 
irregular and demand spotty.

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Primary and Local Turpentine Markets Higher 
—Receipts Small—Rosin Irregular—Stocks 
Decrease—Fair Trade Here 


Conservative transactions were still 
the general ruie in the local market 
for naval stores last week. Inquiries 
for turpentine, rosin and minor prod- 
ucts were received in a fair volume, 
but actual business was confined in not 
a few instances to unimportant quan- 
tities, consumers being averse to pur- 
chasing in advance of actual require- 
ments. Turpentine ended at a mod- 
erate advance, while rosin was irregu- 
lar. Minor products were steady. 

Changes in turpentine quotations in 
Southern and foreign markets were 
confined within narrow limits. In do- 
mestic primary centers the trend of 
prices was upward, Savannah and 
Jacksonville being 1%c. to 2c. per gal- 
lon higher at one time. Stocks in 
primary markets showed a moderate 
decrease and reports were current to 
the effect that holdings among pro- 
ducers in the interior have diminished 
through sales to dealers in the sea- 
board markets, though opinions dif- 
fered as to the extent of such transac- 
tions. According to some in the trade 
stocks in the hands of producers in 
parts of the South are still rather 
liberal. F 

Receipts of ‘turpentine at primary 
points were light. Weather conditions 
in some sections were still backward, 
In parts of Georgia and the Carolinas 
temperatures were abnormally low for 
this period of the year, 32 to 36 de- 
grees being reported at some points 
with complaints of cold rains. Condi- 
tions for several weeks past have been 
unseasonable, and in some quarters the 
impression is gaining ground that the 
movement of the crop during the early 
weeks of the new season is likely to be 
below expectations. 

Meantime there is a tendency to in- 
crease estimates of the turpentine con- 
sumption. The use of turpentine is 
said by some to be gaining at the ex- 
pense of substitutes, due to the cheap- 
ness of spirits, and it is predicted that 
consumption during the coming season 
will show a not unimportant increase 
over the season just closing, unless 
prices rise materially. 

Rosin prices continued to move with- 
in narrow limits in Southern markets, 
the tone at Savannah and Jacksonville 
being steady. Daily spot sales were 
small and there was apparently little 
doing in futures. Sales of new crop 
thus far have been disappointing to 
many in view of the cheapness of the 
price in comparison with recent pre- 
ceding season. 

Receipts of rosin continued small 
last week while the outward movement 
from Jacksonville was larger and there 
was a further decrease in primary 
stocks. Supplies in the three principal 
markets in the South at the close of 
business March 15 were only about 
25,000 barrels larger than at the same 
time last year, although receipts in 
those markets for the season exceeded 
last season by about 300,000 barrels. 

Price changes made Saturday up to 
noon and other last-minute market 
developments are reported on page 2.

There was no broadening of business 
in the local market for turpentine last 
week. A fair volume of inquiries was 
received but purchasing was generally 
limited to small or moderate quantities, 
Changes in quotations were narrow.

60c. to 6l1c. at the previous week end. 
Steam distilled wood turpentine was 
advanced by one producer to 58c. per 
gallon, f.o.b. distributing points, effec- 
tive during the week ended March 31. 

Daily sales of spot turpentine in 
Southern markets were light and busi- 
ness in futures was apparently quiet. 
Receipts were small but there was no 
increase in the outward movement and 
stocks in primary markets showed lit- 
tle change. Unseasonably cold weather 
was reported in parts of the South dur- 
ing the week.

Further Moderate Rise 


in Buenos Aires Seed 


—Domestic Cash Markets Easier—North- 
western Receipts Larger—Oil Firmer 


A further moderate advance occurred 
in flaxseed prices at Buenos Aires last 
week. Domestic markets showed ir- 
regularity. Demand for cash seed at 
the Northwest was less active and the 
premium over futures narrowed. Re- 
ceipts at terminal points were some- 
what larger, but the country move- 
ment was reported as light. Temper- 
atures in the Northwest were higher 
and farmers in some sections were 
busy with field work. 

Buenos closed at an advance for the 
week of 1%c. per bushel after being 
about 4c. higher at one time. Ship- 
ments from Argentina to the United 
States were smaller at 402,000 bushels 
against 594,000 in the previous week 
and 92,000 last year; since January l, 
3,820,000 bushels against 5,400,000 
bushels in the same time last year. 
Shipments to all countries last week 
were 1,898,000 bushels against 1,873,000 
in the previous week and 2,364,000 last 
year; since January 1, 22,205,000 bush- 
els against 20,884,000 bushels last year.

Colors and Lacquers Are 
Discussed by Test Experts 


WASHINGTON, March 22, 1928. 
The committee (D1) of the American 
Society for Testing Materials, which deals 
with preservative coatings for structural 
materials, met here today together with 
thirty other committees of the society 
and formulated recommendations which 
will be presented to the annual meeting 
of the society at Atiantic City in June. 
The committee recommended to ad- 
vance to standard tentative specifications 
for prussian blue, ultramarine blue, 
chrome oxide green, commercial para red, 
titanium-barium pigment, proposed defini- 
tions for terms used in_ specifications, 
proposed tentative specifications and 
methods of test for toxic ingredients of 
the anti-fouling paints, proposed tenta- 
tive methods of test for nitrocellulose 
lacquers. This is the culmination of very 
extensive investigations in anti-fouling 
shipbottom paints conducted co-opera- 
tively by committee Di the Department 
of the (Navy and the merchant marine. 
Progress was reported in the varnish 
investigations and in work on specifica- 
tions for new pigments. Investigations 
on tung oil and linseed oil will be con- 
tinued. 
A report was presented on additional 
inspection of the Altoona test panels on 


the preparation of steel surfaces for 
painting. tesults will be given in the 
annual report of the committee. The 


panels are nearing the end of their life. 
Methods of analysis of different paint 
materials were presented. 


Glass Designation Opposed 


At a trade practice conference of rep- 
resentatives of the heavy sheet glass in- 
dustry in this city, March 22, under the 
auspices of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, various alleged unfair trade prac- 
tices were discussed. 

While the commission made no state- 
ment and will have nothing to announce 
until its findings are ready for publica- 
tion, it was reported at the close of the 
conference that the use of the term 
“demi-plate” was disapproved as mislead- 
ing. This term has been applied to an 
imported product of ordinary window 
glass, made up in a thickness simulating 
genuine plate glass.

Few transactions were 
reported in other commodities, however, buyers 
being disposed to hold aloof and await further 
developments in the situation. Production at 
thé mills is reported to be steadily diminish- 
ing as usual at this period, operations at some 
plants having ended for the season. Unsold 
supplies of seed are said to be unusually small 
and quotations are generally nominal. The 
situation in the Southwest is being closely 
watched, the prolonged dry weather being re- 
garded by some as serious.

Cottonseed Oil 


Speculative operations in the local 
market for refined cottonseed oil 
futures were on a comparatively small 
scale last week. Commission house 
business was quiet much of the time 
and local traders were apparently not 
inclined to engage extensively in fresh 
ventures on either side of the market. 
Some were disposed to hold off for fur- 


ther developments in Southern mar- 
kets for crude oil. Others were watch- 
ing the action of the markets for lard, 


cotton and other commodities. Fluc- 
tuations in prices were narrow, the 
range between the highest and the 
lowest quotations of the week being 
only about 15 to 20 points. 

Factors having a tendency to sus- 
tain or advance prices slightly were 


strength in cotton and lard. Also crude 
oil was generally well maintained in 
the South, With offerings light in all 
sections. Unsold stocks of seed are 
declared to be small and production of 
oil is reported to be steadily diminish- 
ing, some of the smaller plants having 
finished operations for the season. Un- 
favorable reports were received from 
parts of the belt regarding prospects 
for the new cotton crop. 

Temperatures were unseasonably 
lower. At some points east and west 
of the Mississippi temperatures of 32 
to 36 degrees were reported. Frosts 
occurred in the Southeast. There was 
little precipitation in the Southwest, 
where rain is said to be badly needed. 
It is contended by some in the trade 
that short crops have usually been 
produced in Texas in seasons in which 
there was a shortage of winter mois- 
ture. Crop preparations in many parts 
of the South were reported to be back- 
ward, though this was not taken very 
seriously at this stage of the season. 
The weekly Government report stated 
that very little additional cotton was 
planted during the week, though some 
was seeded in Eastern Gulf districts. 
In Southern Texas early planted cotton 
received a severe setback from cold 
weather. 

Tallow was firmer here, with offer- 
ings from producers light, while at the 
weekly auction in London the market 
was steadier, although prices showed 
little change. The movement of live 
hogs to Western markets was liberal 
early in the week, but it fell off later 
on. The weight of the hogs received 
at Chicago, after increasing rather 
sharply, has latterly decreased. The 
average weight of the hogs received at 
Chicago during the week ended March 
17 was 232 pounds, against 239 pounds 
in the previous week and 229 pounds 
in the week before that. 

Refiners were credited with pur- 
chases of May and July. Commission 
houses bought in a small way. Local 
traders and shorts bought. There were 
no further tenders on March contracts. 
Deliveries on that month thus far have 
amounted to 13,800 barrels, or less than 
some had expected. 

On the other hand buying was not 
of an aggressive character and there 
was sufficient liquidation and other 
selling to cause reactions in prices at 
times. Setbacks also occurred in lard 
and cotton futures. Southern markets 
for crude oil were generally quiet, 
though this was attributed by some 
to the bullish attitude of holders rather 
than to lack of inquiry. Export trade 
in lard and cottonseed oil was quiet 
and demand for lard compound from 
domestic ‘buyers was generally report- 
ed as rather slow. Business in many 
oils, fats and greases was apparently 
limited to unimportant quantities, con- 
sumers being averse to purchasing be- 
yond actual requirements. 

The trend of live hog prices in some 
Western markets was downward at 
times. At Chicago prices declined 20 
cents per 100 pounds. Receipts there 
on Monday were about 80,000 head. 
The statistical position of hogs is re- 
garded by some as bearish and it is 
contended that any decrease in mar- 
keting is likely to prove only tem- 
porary, especially as supplies of corn, 
according to recent official returns, are 
considerably smaller than a year ago. 

There was switching from near to 
distant positions. May was switched 
to July at 39 points difference and 
to September at 62 points. July was 
switched to September at 24 points. 
September was switched to October on 
even terms to 1 point difference. 

Closing prices on Friday were 2 to 
5 points higher as compared with the 
final quotations of the previous Satur- 
day.

Foots Scarce and Stronger—Tallow Firmer 
—Fish Products Maintained 


Changes in quotations on miscella- 
neous oils, fats and greases were gen- 
erally small last week but the market 
whole had an improved tone and 
the trend of prices was again upward, 
Business was of the same conservative 
character noted for some time past, 
many consumers still being inclined to 
purchase merely for current needs. 
Offerings of many products were light 
on spot and also for arrival and at the 
close of the week there was a rather 
more optimistic sentiment concerning 
business prospects. 

Chinawood oil was steadier. Prices 
did not show much change but on the 
sales were reported at a small 
advance on distant positions. The in- 
quiry was somewhat better while of- 
ferings were light with the market 
abroad steadier. Supplies in the hands 
of consumers are said to be small and 
at the the week there was a 
more bullish feeling in some quarters 
here regarding the outlook. 

Coconut oil remained firm. There 
was a fair inquiry on the coast with 
offerings from producers’ generally 
light. The Far Eastern market for 
copra and coconut oil was firm. The 
movement of copra is reported to have 
shown some increase recently though 
there was no increase in offerings for 
shipment. 

Crude corn oil was firm in the West 
with offerings light. Higher prices 
were demanded for olive oil foots, sup- 
plies in some quarters having dimin- 
ished. Denatured olive oil was steady 
with a fair demand for moderate quan- 
tities. A somewhat better inquiry was 
noted for palm oil owing to the firmer 
position of competing product. te- 
fined rapeseed oil was firm owing to a 
decrease in stocks. Shipments of rape- 
from India to the United King- 
and the Continent from January 
1 to March 7 were about 9,000 tons 
smaller than in the corresponding 
period last vear. s 

Tallow was steadier with sellers in 
some instances inclined to hold for 
higher prices though there was_ no

In the local market 85g to 
8%c. per pound was quoted for prompt 
shipment in tankears, and several lots 


were reported to have been sold at 
the inside figure. The Far Eastern 
market for copra and coconut oil was 
reported as firm with offerings light. 
Quotations prevailing on oil at the

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Motor Gasoline Higher at Oklahoma and North 
Texas Refineries—Demand More Active 
—Output of Crude Shows Sharp Gain 


Seasonal expansion in demand for 
gasoline brought about a firmer market 
for that product last week, Midconti- 
nent refiners advancing quotations on 
motor grade. Other refined products 
remained unchanged, as was likewise 
true of crude petroleum, 

Gasoline demand has been showing 
material expansion over the past week, 
and the price advance during the early 
part of the week failed to stem the 
buying wave to any extent. Jobbers 
at interior markets came into the 
market in a large way during the early 
part of the week, and were buying not 
only for prompt shipment, but were 
offering to contract for April deliveries 
as well. The hand-to-mouth buying 


policy of many distributors, which had

been down individual pur- 


ation on the Pacific Coast being well 
controlled by a number of the larger 
companies, 

Efforts to arrange a _ pro-rating 
agreement in Winkler County, Texas, 
were being made, and it was expected 
that some curtailment measure would 
be adopted shortly. The problem of 
outstanding contracts was the greatest 
stumbling block in formulating a pro- 
rating plan. The daily production in 
the Winkler County pool for the week 
ended March 17 was up to 175,000 bar- 
rels daily from the daily average of 
138,500 barrels of the previous week.

Crude Petroleum 


A sharp jump in production in West 
Texas fields was the principal develop- 
ment, output of these fields for the 
week ended March 17 having shown a 
gain of 37,100 barrels daily over that 
for the previous week. Inasmuch as 
this production is of heavy oil, how- 
ever, the industry was not inclined to 
attach particular significance to the 
increase, it being felt that curtailment 
agreements would keep West Texas 
production within bounds. 


Production of oil in the Seminole 
area continued on the decrease. At

295.000 barrels, the lowest level since 
February of last vear. 
California production was further 


curtailed with the shutting in of more 
than 10.000 barrels of daily production 
in the Ventura Avenue field, the situ-

Market Conditions 


Gasoline and Naphthas.—Strength in 


the gasoline situation was the out- 
standing feature of last week’s mar- 
kets. Refinery prices were up in some 


instances, and jobbing and tankwagon 
market quotations were firm. A good 
demand for motor gasoline prevailed 
at local refineries, with the market firm 
at 8%c. per gallon, in tankcars. The 
tankwagon quotation was nominally 
unchanged at 17c. per gallon. Motor 
gasoline was 4c. per gallon higher at 
Group 3 refineries. Export demand 
was good and the market held steady 
at North Atlantic ports, being ‘«c. 
lower on 60-62 and 64-66 at Gulf Ports, 
where the advance of the previous week 
was over the parity with the mark-up 
in other export centers. Export quo- 
tations were as follows:—North At- 
lantic ports, navy, bulk, 94%c. per gal- 
lon: cases, 24.65c. per gallon; bulk 
naphtha, 61-63 degrees, 10c. per gallon; 
64-66 degrees, 10%4c. per gallon; 66-68 
degrees (aviation grade) 1314c. per gal- 
lon: U. S. Gulf Ports, in bulk. navv, 
T7ec. per gallon; 62-64 degrees, 390 end- 
point, 8$%c. per gallon; 64-66 degrees, 
375 endpoint, 9c. per gallon. 

Kerosene.—The situation was with- 
out change during the week, although 
quotations were well maintained on all 
grades. A good inquiry prevailed in 
the local tankwagon market, which held 
steady at lic. per gallon. The jobbing 
market for water white at sjavonne 
continued at 7%ec. per gallon, bulk. Ex- 
port inquiry was holding up well, quo- 
tations being unchanged, as follows:— 
North Atlantic ports, standard white, 
bulk, 7c. per gallon; cases, 16.9¢c. per 
gallon; water white, bulk, Sc. per gal- 
lon; cases, 17.9c. per gallon; U. S. Gulf 
ports, prime white, bulk, 5%c. per gal- 
lon; water white, bulk, 67gc. per gal- 
lon. 

Gas and Fuel Oils.—Conditions were 
much the same as during the preceding 
week. Fuel oil was meeting with a 
large movement and the market was 
steady at $1.35 per barrel, in bulk, at 
local refineries, with 6%c. per barrel 
added for delivery alongside in the 
harbor. Diesel oil demand was within 
well-defined channels, refiners continu- 
ing to quote at $2 per barrel, bulk, at 
local refineries. “Gas oil market activity 
was confined largely to contract with- 
drawals, refiners quoting 54c. per gal- 
lon in bulk at local refineries. There 
was no change in the fuel oil situation 
at Southwestern refineries, although the 
market tone had eased off somewhat. 
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Paraffin Wax (Detailed prices cur- 
rent—page 8).—Trading was along 
somewhat broader lines in last week's 
market. White crude scale was coming 


in for more active demand in export 
channels and prices hardened some- 
what. Fully refined grades were also 


moving in a good way, both to the ex- 
port trade and domestic consumers as 
well. Stocks of the higher melting 
points were not large and the market 
was in strong position. 

Medicinal Oil.—Stocks of imported 
mineral oil continued small in last 
week’s market and prices were strong. 
The 885-890 specific gravity, 325-330 
viscosity grade was firm at -95c. to $1 
per gallon, with comparatively little 
stock available, even at the outside 
figure. The shortage of spot supplies 
is not expected to be relieved until 
next month. There was a good inquiry 
reported during the week, although 
orders were held down to small quan- 
tities, owing to current high quota- 
tions. 

Petrolatums.—Business was showing 
further expansion during the week and 
the market was in steady position. Ex- 
port buyers were displaying more in- 
terest in offerings and the lower grades 
were moving out in better volume. The 
domestic trade continued to operate 
along routine lines in most instances, 
the bulk of the buying being in small 
quantities for prompt and nearby 
requirements. Prices remained un- 
changed. 


Lubricating Oils.—Motor grades 
were coming in for heavier demand 
during the past week’s trading, and 
the market was in steady position. 
Cylinder oils were a little easier on 


some grades, in line with recent down- 


ward revisions at Pennsylvania re- 
fineries. Demand for industrial oils 
was showing slow improvement, ow- 
ing to continued curtailment in the 
New England textile centers. The 
movement through the local market

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Manufacturers Enter Spot Market for Ammoniates 
—Future Soda Nitrate Sales Light—New 
Potash Schedule Expected 


Mixers were manifesting more in- 
terest in the general market situation 
last week, and trading showed some 
improvement. Tankage was lower on 
several grades, but spot blood was 
stronger. Sales picked up a little, but 
consuming manufacturers were still 
showing a tendency to limit purchases 
to actual requirements. 

Some trading in nitrate of soda for 
delivery over the closing half of 1928 
was reported, the market being 15c. 
to 17%c. per 100 pounds under the 
quotations for spot. The lower price 
is based on the expectation of a reduc- 
tion in the Chilean export duty at the 
start of the coming nitrate year, July 1 
next. According to rumors in the 
trade, some of the large powder man- 
ufacturers had placed contracts for the 
last six months of 1928 at $2.10 per 
100 pounds, but this could not be veri- 
fied, and the general market appeared 
to be 5c. over this figure. Fertilizer 
interests, as yet, have manifested com- 
paratively little interest in offerings 
after June 30, although reports from 
Europe indicate that a moderate 
amount of future speculative buying 
has been done. 

Stocks of sulphate of ammonia con- 
tinued short, with reports of resale 
trading at Southern markets at prices 
materially over the prices at recent 
transactions. One transaction in Balti- 
more was reported at a price equivalent 
to $10 per ton over the lowest contract 
figure named for the current season. 

Potash business was on the increase, 
as sales in Southern markets gained 
with the progressing of the planting 
season. A new schedule of prices, to 
apply on next season's deliveries, is 
expected to be announced within the 
next three weeks, but there have been 
no intimations as yet as to what the 
prices will be. Officials of the Ger- 
man and French syndicates are ex- 
pected to thoroughly survey the Amer- 
ican markets before any action on 
prices for 1928-29 is taken.

Nitrate of Soda.—Demand was bet- 
ter and the market ruled firm at 
$2.32% per 100 pounds for both spot 
and nearby delivery. Importers as a 
rule were not quoting far in advance 
and were not showing much inclination 
to book beyond June 30, although of- 
fers were being made at $2.15 to 
$2.17%, with reports that some large 
contracts with powder interests had 
been written at less than this figure. 
There was little resale material offer- 
ing locally amd this market held at 
the same level as that quoted by the 
importers. Sales in the South were re- 
ported picking up materially, with 
prices firm. 

According to consular advices from 
Antofogasta, nitrate stocks in that dis- 
trict were lower at the close of 1927 
than at any previous period, and it 
-was believed that they will be kept 
low, as many of the producing com- 
panies are short of capital and will not 
pile up stocks when they can operate 
sand export on smaller reserves. Chil- 
ean nitrate producers, despite the revi- 
val of 1927, are still watching develop- 
ments in the synthetic industry very 
closely, and realize that this competi- 
tion is serious and lasting, the report 
adds. The Antofogasta district now 
produces 60 percent of the total Chil- 
ean output, as compared with 40 to 45 
percent in previous years.

Sulphate of Ammonia.—With cur- 
rent production being absorbed by con- 
tract deliveries, first-hand sellers were 
practically out of the market and re- 
sale offerings dominated the situation. 
Sales were reported made at Baltimore 
during the week at as high as $2.85 
per 100 pounds, bulk, but the resale 
market in other sections of the South 
was quoted at $2.70 to $2.75 per 100 
pounds. In Northern markets, sellers 
quoted $2.65 to $2.70, with little re- 
ported available at the inside figure. 
The export situation showed little 
change. Imported synthetic ammonia- 
sulphate and ammonia sulphate-nitrate 
were both strongly held and closely 
sold up. 

LONDON, March 14.—A strong export maf 
ket prevails, with good inquiry reported. 
Sellers quote £10 12s. per ton in double bags 
and £10 per ton in single bags, both prompt 
shipment, f.o.b. United Kingdom ports. More 
inquiry from the home trade is heard, with 
the market holding for April-May delivery at

in Great Britain, bags allowed for. 


Cottonseed Meal.—Demand from feed- 
ing interests was the chief feature in 
last week’s market, fertilizer demand 
being slack. The market was in firm 
position, sellers continuing to quote 
$38 to $39 per ton for the 7 percent 
ammonia grade, in bags, f.o.b. mills. 

Blood.—Spot blood was in_ short 
supply and higher last week. A car 
was sold early in the week at $5.10 
per unit, 10c. over previous quotations, 
and some holders were quoting at $5.15. 
High-grade ground at Chicago was 
quotable at $4.50 per unit. South 
American, for April shipment, was 
quiet at $4.50 per unit, buyers showing 
little interest, inasmuch as the material 
cannot arrive until May, too late in 
the season for most buyers. 

Fish Scrap.—A fair amount of trading 
has been done on herring scrap, on a 
when-and-if-made basis, at $5 and 10c.

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Higher Quicksilver Prices Accompany Reports of 
Sales Understandings Abroad and.More 
Business on Contracts 


Quicksilver was the outstanding fea- 
ture in the drug and fine chemical 
market last week. Prices were higher 
and stronger everywhere. Mercurials 
were firmer, competition shrinking 
proportionately to the expansion in 
strength in the raw material market. 
Bismuth metal was slightly lower. 
Cream of tartar was stronger, imported 
selling at an advance in sympathy with 
the scarcity and high price of argols. 
Menthol was offered on-+spot for less 
than replacement cost, and competi- 
tion seemed to be so active as to pre- 
clude any early readjustment of spot 
quotations to a basis warranted by the 


prices in Japan. Aspirin was steady 
with most orders going to the pro- 
ducers. Alcohol was steady. March 


delivery prices were extended to April 
purchases. Susiness in the market as 
a whole was normal, being active in 
seasonable items. Prices in general 
were very steady, changes being few 
and affecting special materials only. 
The trend of values was still toward 
Stabilization. 

The movement of quicksilver prices 
to higher levels came as a moderate 
surprise, if any. Most dealers had 
viewed the situation of recent weeks 
as one sure to prove temporary; pro- 
duction somewhat in excess of imme- 
diate needs had caused a depression 
out of proportion with fundamental 
conditions. The booking of a substan- 
tial contract covering goods for ship- 
ment to this country proved to be a 
stimulant that put all markets back to 
a position of uncontested strength. It 
was also rumored, but not confirmed, 
that the Italian and Spanish factors 
had formed an understanding. 


All tartar products were strong. 
Argols were high prices in Europe and 
in the Argentine, due to underproduc- 
tion caused by a poor wine crop. Cream 
of tartar, Rochelle salt, Seidlitz mix- 
ture, and tartar emetic all tended up- 
ward; imported cream was advanced 
In price. 

Corn products were very firm, pro- 
duction costs remaining high and com- 
petition being slight when present at 
all. Prices were without change, but 
the ‘tendency was upward. Bismuth 
metal was slightly lower without af- 
fecting the prices for salts. A some- 
what curtailed demand found stocks of 
metal to have increased sufficiently to 
bring competition into local circles.

Slight Tendency to Shade Ergot Prices Noted in 
Local Circles—Buchu Firmer—Scarcity 
Puts Bloodroot Higher 


A slight easing and then a decline in 
prices for ergot, valerian and uva ursi, 
together with stronger and higher quo- 
tations for buchu, bloodroot, linden, 
Kombo strophanthus, powdered saba- 
dilla and Cochin ginger, were the prin- 
cipal price features in the market for 
botanical drugs last week. Coriander 
was weaker at a decline, with 
speculators showing a disposition to 
unload. Alkanet and boneset were 
both higher under’ better demand. 
Business in the market as a whole was 
conservative in size and generally of a 
kind indicative of hand-to-mouth re- 
quirements on the part of most buy- 
The underlying feature of the 
market was the stability of most prices 
and the absence of genuine weakness 
in sellers’ views, regardless of the 
rather disappointing volume of demand 
current during the past, as well as in 
recent, weeks. 

Ergot continued to hold a fairly 
prominent place by reason of discus- 
sion if not because of sales into con- 
Sumption. Prices were lowered when 
a prominent quarter shopped for a 
moderate quantity of spot merchandise 
released and of U.S.P. specifications. 
Not all holders were willing to accept 
business at the minimum figure 
quoted, but there was unanimity 
as to prices among those who in the re- 
cent past had been strongest for higher 
prices. It seemed to be certain that 
desire to reduce stocks at a fair profit 
had succeeded the idea that by holding 
them advances of 200 to 300 percent 
in prices might he obtained. 


Buchu turned firmer despite the fact 
that at the close of the previous week 
the presence of new arrivals, as yet 
unpassed by the Department of Agri- 
culture, had brought about a sharp de- 
cline in prices. The slight advance in 
price emphasized the fact that the spot 
market was free from basic weakness. 

One of the two holders of strophan- 
thus seed advanced prices to a basis 
warranted by the almost total absence 
of stocks and the difficulty and uncer- 
tainy of obtaining any substantial 
quantity for replacement. Cochin gin- 
ger felt the recently improved request 
and sold at a slight advance in conse- 
quence. Dutch poppy seed was firmer 
at higher levels here and abroad. 
Valerian root was down slightly, but 
the market was lower, principally be- 
cause of the absence of much treding. 
Peppers were very strons, due to the

control exercised over all markets by 
the London speculators who have 
taken about all the pepper in the 


world into their keeping and seem to 
be so positioned as to make almost 
certain an extended era of high prices. 

Bloodroot was hard to obtain at any 
price and even at an advance in local 
quotations the market seemed to he 
practically nominal and without much 
chance of improvement through the 
medium of an increase of stocks. 
Powdered sabadilla seed was in better 
demand and cheaper lots were taken 
out of the market promptly, thus ac- 
counting for a rise in quotations late 
in the period.

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Tropical Storm Results in ties Quotations for 
Bourbon and Algerian Geranium—Cedar 
Leaf Strong at Advance 


Geranium oil was the principal fea- 
ture of the market for essential oils 
last week. Prices were advanced sub- 
stantially. Cedar leaf oil was also 
higher and in stronger position gen- 
erally. Imported pimento oil was 
lower under competition that all sell- 
ers were not inclined to meet. Pine 
needle was shaded slightly. Citrous 
oils were steady at unchanged prices. 
Citronella from Ceylon was firm at re- 
cent advances in price, strength of the 
primary market being reflected locally. 
Peppermint and spearmint were almost 
entirely out of spot demand, and little 


business was reported from the pri- 
mary market. Demand generally 


throughout the whole list of oils was 
conservative in size, indicative of job- 
bing requirements for the most part. 
Prices tended toward stable position, 
changes being few in number. 

The advance in geranium oil prices 
affected Algerian and Bourbon oil. The 
cause was the alleged tropical storm 
reported in the previous week. That 
storm was said to have damaged the 
growing crop so much as to jeopardize 
the output of Bourbon oil in the future. 
Algerian oil underwent price improve- 
ment in sympathy with higher and 
stronger position of Bourbon. Turkish 
geranium, also known as palmarosa, 
was firmer but unchanged. 

Cedarleaf was scarce on the spot, 
demand having absorbed all cheaper 
lots. Replacement prices were higher 
than the minimum spot quotation, 
even allowing for the higher rates ob- 


tained here last week. Furthermore, 
but a single seller quoted the mini- 
mum _ price others wanted much 


higher prices and held firm for them. 

Pimento was cheaper for the im- 
ported variety, whose quality gave rise 
to adverse comment from time to time. 
Good grades were firm at former prices 
and sales confirmed the quotations 
asked. Pine needle was easier under 
competition and prices were shaded 
accordingly. 

Demand for citrous oils in this mar- 
ket was conservative. Prices were 
firm, reflecting the fairly stable posi- 
tion of values in the Italian and West 
Indian markets. Stocks here were not 
very large, but they were still suffi- 
cient to cover any reasonable expan- 
sion in the form of new orders for 
prompt delivery oils.

Cassia.—Redistilled was priced at 
$2 to $2.25 per pound, the market hav- 
ing a firm basis and being subject to 
a very steady call for prompt delivery 
merchandise. Stocks in the hands of 
dealers were of moderate size and 
were not likely to be increased sharply 
in the nearby future. 

Cedarleaf.—Quotations were ad- 
vanced 10c. to the inside price of $1 
per pound last week, at which figure 
there was a single seller. Business 
was done thereat in confirmation of 
the figures. The range according to 
seller was to $1.25, which was in line 
with present replacement costs. Quo- 
tations from the producers were above 
the prices at which business was done 
locally during the period under review. 

Citronella—Business was routine 
but fairly active and resulted in the 
confirmation of recent advances in 
spot quotations. Furthermore, the 
primary market cables continued to 
emphasize the fact that higher rates 
had been paid again there and that 
holders were strong in their views. 
Quotations for Ceylon oil were 38c. to 
39c. per pound in cans; drums, 36c. to 
38c.; Java, 42c. to 44c. 

Clove—Spice was higher in the 
Far East last week, the market show- 
ing much strength, due to a more 
strongly controlled position of the 
stocks remaining for shipment. Oil 
was firmer on the spot, but was still 
to be had at $1.35 to $1.40 per pound, 
according to quantity. 

Coriander.—Raw material was quoted 
lower last week without affecting the 
price for oil on the spot. Holders here 
quoted $11 to $12 per pound, and the 
market was declared to be firm to 
strong, due to the limited stocks and 
the presence of a very fair request for 
prompt delivery parcels. 

Eucalyptus.— With the principal 
consumption season close to an end 
the market continued to be firm in 
sympathy with the well maintained 
prices quoted in the primary market. 
Quotations here were as follows:— 
Cases, 58c. to 60c. per pound; drums, 
57c. to 58c. 

Geranium.—Whatever may have been 
the actual damage caused by the 
tropical storm in the Far East, if any, 
the net result so far as prices were 
concerned was concrete enough. Quo- 
tations for Algerian oil were raised 
35c. to the basis of $3.25 to $3.50 per 
pound. Bourbon oil was up 50c. to the 
position of $3.50 to $3.75, according to 
seller and quantity. Only Turkish 
was unaffected, that article remaining 
at $2.75 to $3. European shippers were 
much stronger in their views and 
prices in all quarters testified to the 
general improvement in the markets 
every where. 

Ginger.—Raw material was still very 
strong with an upward tendency, due 
to the much higher prices paid for the 
new crop this year. Quotations for 
distilled oil held at $5.25 to $5.50 per 
pound, and were supported by a fair 
to good demand for quick deliveries. 

Juniper.—Good quality oil cost $2.40 
to $83 per pound, according to seller 
and quantity. Foreign prices were all 
strongly maintained and shippers 
failed to develop any tendency toward 
a more competitive view of the sup- 
plies available for replacement. 

Lemon.—Spot prices were without 
change, Messina oil being quoted at 
$2.60 to $3 per pound, according to 
brand. However, undertones’ were 
possibly a little easier, due to the satis- 
faction of most pressing manufactur- 
ing needs and the pressure of a mod- 
erate surplus spot supply. Italian 


cables reported prices steady abroad. 


Lime.—Undertones were steady, but 
the market seemed to be slightly more 
competitive without the unsettlement 
reaching so, far as a further reduction 
in prices for distilled being put into 
effect. Quotations were $6.25 to $6.50 
per pound, but the orders filled thereat 
were limited in number last week by 
reason of the general lack of demand 
from manufacturing consumers. Ex- 
pressed held unchanged at $9 to $9.25, 
and interest here was also nominal. 

Mustard.—Most sellers declared that 
the market was routine in activity but 
that the movement to consumers was 
normal and generally’ satisfactory. 
Prices were $1.90 to $2 per pound, the 
range covering quotations for varying 
quantities. 

Orange.—Cables from the Italian 
market were generally reported as em- 
phasizing a firm undertone to prices, 
which showed no net change on the 
week. Demand for shipment parcels 
was rather moderate, according to local 
representatives of the Italian shippers. 
Quotations for Messina oil on spot 
were steady at $3°to $3.75 per pound; 
West Indian. firm at $2.85 to $2.95. 
American distilled oil was in good de- 
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mand at the recent advance to $2.65 
to $2.70. ; 
Palmarosa.— Competing oils were 


substantially higher, due to advances 
in shipment costs because of climatic 
conditions likely to affect new crop. 
Quotations for palmarosa were firmer 
but without change at $2.75 to $3 per 
pound, 

Peppermint. situation in local 
circles failed to show any important 
change. For the most part dealers 
were said to be carrying rather small 
stocks, but they still held oil in excess 
of the current takings for consump- 
tion. Therefore the spot market had a 
rather dull undertone, with prices un- 
changed but possibly subject to slight 
shading on firm orders offered under 
competitive circumstances. Quota- 
tions were:—Natural, $3.30 to $3.50 per 
pound; redistilled, $3.50 to $3.75. 

Pimento.—Imported oil was reduced 
10c. to the basis of $2.65 per pouna. 
The quality of most imported material 
was subject to adverse comment, buy- 
ers being advised to purchase only on 
sample. The range was to $4 per 
pound, which price covered merchan- 
dise of superior grade. 

Spearmint.—Most dealers declared 
that the amount of oil unsold here and, 
probably, in the primary market was 
but slightly in excess of normal con- 
suming requirements between now and 
the marketing of new production next 
September or October. Therefore 
prices remained firm at $4.25 to $4.50 
per pound, even though demand dur- 
ing the past week left a wide margin 
for improvement. 

Vetiver.—Bourbon oil was steadier, 
competition and _ steady decline in 
prices having given way to a more 
firmly maintained position which re- 
cent transactions had permitted to de- 
velop. Quotations were $6 to $6.75 per 
pound, and most holders expected con- 
ditions to so improve that an advance 
in prices might be possible. 

Wormseed.— Demand was absent save 
for small jobbing quantities that came 
from the regular grade of most sellers 
and failed to amount to an imposing 
volume when totaled at the end of the 
past week. Quotations were noted on 
the basis of $3.35 to $3.50 per pound, 
according to quantity, but most trans- 
actions went through at prices close 
to the minimum. Primary market 
holders were anxious for orders but 
received very few, if current reports 
were true. 

Wormwood.—Orders were lacking. 
The spot market was about nominal, 
owing to the fact that the available 
stock of oil was so small as to be 
hardly sufficient to constitute a basis 
for market quotations. The prices 
noted were $12 to $14 per pound, but 
it would be extremely difficult to obtain 
an oil of standard quality and specifi- 
eations at either end of the range.

Ethyleneglycol.—Refined glycol was 
very steady at the recent reduction to 


the basis of 25c. to 30c. per pound. 
Demand was moderate in size and 
rather routine in character. Technical 


was dull at $3.60 to $3.75 per gallon. 
The producers declared that any busi- 
ness written now for fall delivery 
would be booked at that position. 

Formaldehyde.—Inquiry was fair in 
size and in some directions was held 
to have shown improvement during the 
past week. Prices were very steady at 
8144c. per pound for car lots and 8c. 
to 9c. for less than car lot amounts. 
However, the marked degree of unset- 
tlement in the prices for raw mate- 
rial offset to a considerable degree the 
rather placid surface of the formalde- 
hyde. 

Glycerin.— Business was declared to 
be fairly normal. At least, the call 
for chemically pure was fair, based on 
average requirements of smaller buyers 
during the early spring season.

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Carnauba Prices Rise on News of Reduced Crop 
And Buying by Europe—Barbados Aloe 
Higher—Benzoin Shaded 


Sharp upward reaction in prices for 
carnauba wax for shipment and on 
spot, scarcity and higher levels for 
Barbados aloe in gourds and for Cura- 
cao in cases, stronger undertones fol- 
lowing a raise in prices tor Japan wax, 
and a lower quotation for Sumatra 
benzoin were the outstanding price 
features in the market for gums and 
waxes last week. Shellac was higher 
in all markets. Scarcity of superfine 
in local circles was pronounced. A 
feature of the week in Calcutta was 
the lack of March-April offerings. 
Camphor was firm. Arabic was steady, 
lacking destructive competition for the 
time being at least. Myrrh was scarce 
here and abroad. Mastic was in light 
demand at very steady prices. Busi- 
ness in gums and waxes was moder- 
ately active, being about normal in 
volume and being sufficient to keep 
prices well stabilized in most instances. 

The upward reaction in carnauba 
wax had been expected by the better 
informed of local importers. For some 
weeks past certain of them had pointed 
to the strength of primary market 
prices and the absence of offerings as 
a certain indication that the local mar- 
ket had been too low regardless of 
whatever might have been the state of 
demand for prompt deliveries. Cables 
from Brazil last week reported the 
crop to be smaller than that last year. 
Furthermore, European importers were 
declared to have been buying liberally, 
thus contributing greatly to the strong 
undertone in the primary market and 
the upward tendency in prices as well 
as the absence of offerings of sub- 
stantial size. 

Barbados aloe in gourds was hard to 
obtain and the very low state of stocks 
resulted in sales being made at sub- 
stantial advances. Curacao aloe was 
also offered sparingly here and higher 
rates prevailed for quick deliveries. 
Japan wax for shipment was fraction- 
ally higher and spot quotations were 
raised to an even greater extent due 
somewhat to the elimination of weak- 
ness that had been caused mainly by 
the presence of loosely held lots in a 
market experiencing but moderate de- 
mand for prompt deliveries. 

Shellac was higher in the London, 
Calcutta, and spot markets last week. 
Importers reported difficulty in ob- 
taining shellac fer March shipment 
from Calcutta and declared that the 
March-April position was just as tight. 
Hence, trading was thrown forward 
into the May-June and later positions. 
Superfine was almost unobtainable 
here and the market was nominal to 
all intents and purposes. Bonedry 
brought more money and the recent 
tendency to discount the future mar- 
ket disappeared early in the week.

The reduction 
was reported due to the desire of cer- 
tain holders to increase the volume of 
business. 

Camphor.—Firm undertones were 
reported locally and from the primary 
market as well. Demand was main- 
tained at a fair volume and the mar- 
ket lacked much tendency toward 
shading of quoted prices. Replace- 
ment costs were well maintained and 
considerable business was said to have 
been done in goods for shipment as 
well as for early arrival. Stocks of 
camphor in London March 1, totalled 
868 packages as compared with 860 
packages held March 1, 1927. Landings 
in February totalled 565 packages and 
deliveries were 573 packages. Quota- 
tions on the spot were as follows:—

Sharply by Makers 


A slow but gradual expansion of 
purchasing operations in keeping with 
the usual improvement coincident with 
the arrival of Spring was noticeable 
in the market for industrial chemicals 
last week. Contract deliveries in most 
products were going forward in 
satisfactory volume and as production 
was taken up by consumers as it be- 
came available, the marketing outlook 
for the next few weeks appeared to be 
quite satisfactory. 

The call for chemicals from the 
textile and tanning industries has been 
along broader lines during the past 
week. Leather factories, steel mills 
and the automobile manufacturers 
have all purchased increasing quanti- 
ties. Lacquer solvents met an unusual 
demand from the manufacturers of 
artificial leather and were quite firmly 
maintained. The silk industry ap- 
peared to be somewhat backward as 
regards new business, but this textile 
subsidiary was temporarily dull be- 
cause of an in-between seasons period. 

Among the interesting first hand 
price fluctuations last week were the 
upward revisions in most tin salts in 
keeping with the sharp upward move- 
ment which has lately appeared in 
prices for metallic tin. Zine products 
also had an upward tendency. The 
salts of antimony, on the other hand, 
were not influenced by the rather 
sharp fall which was seen in quota- 
tions for the metal. 

The announcement from prominent 
manufacturers of paris green early this 
month of an advance in the base price 
amounting to about 6%c. per pound to 
23c. per pound in bulk lots of 2,000 to 
10,000 pounds constituted one of the 
most important developments seen in 
the market for agricultural insecticides 
so far this season. It was believed that 
seasonal agricultural demand would 
soon be an important feature. 

Glauber's salt attracted more atten- 
tion last week by reason of concessions 
of about 5c. per 100 pounds granted 
buyers in New England. Ammonias 
were firm in keeping with the approach

of a more extensive seasonal demand. 
Blue vitriol was temporarily marking 
time, although it was quite firmly 


held as there was no evidence. of any 
relaxation from the strong tone which 
has ruled in the copper metal market. 
Competitive conditions still ruled in 
chlorate of soda, and a number of the 
potash sales. Domestic producers ad- 
hered strongly to former price levels 
in citric and tartaric acids.

The compara- 
tively light volume of new business 
placed last week did not mean any- 
thing particularly, because it was gen- 
erally recognized that the buying 
period this year will be spread over a 
longer stretch. Briefly, while new busi- 
ness was below a seasonal average last 
week, the fact was that shipments 
against contracts were continued in 
fairly large volume. Producers were 
still naming 5.05¢c. to $5.10 per 100 
pounds for the 99 percent crystals, car 
lots, barrels, while jobbers’ quotations 
were $5.25 to $5.75 per 100 pounds less 
than car lots, barrels. Foreign has not 
offered any worthwhile competition 
since early in January. In fact, the 
British sulphate has been even too ex- 
pensive to permit of its entrance into 
Canada, as domestic producers have 
been making free sales to the latter 
country. Domestic producers showed 
the same reluctance to quote for a 
period of more than 60 days ahead, as 
the copper situation continues to dis- 
play marked evidences of strength. For 
the greater part of last week domestic 
producers were quoting copper at 14\c. 
per pound delivered to the Connecticut 
Valley. This represented an advance 
of about #;c. per pound since the first

Some of the producers 
last week conceded a price of 14.07%c., 
while still declining to sell below a 
basis of 14%c. Foreign orders for 
metallic copper have been coming in 
much more freely of late and this has 
imparted a firmer tone to the general 
market, which has been quoted at 
14.50c. c.if. Hamburg. 


Calcium Chloride.— With highway 
work in full sway the demand was 
reaching large totals. Manufacturers 
said they were participating in a full 
seasonal volume of business which bids 
fair to expand further in the course 
of the next few weeks. Producers 
quoted the 73 to 75 percent solid at $20 
per ton, car lots, drums, works, and 
the 77 to 80 percent flake at $25 per 
ton, drums, car lots, works. The less 
than car lot quotation on the flake 
stood at $1.94 to $2.09 per 100 pounds, 
and on the solid at $1.69 to $1.84. 

Chlorine. — Manufacturers reported 
that a more active contract movement 
was on foot. They were maintaining 
prices at 3%c. per pound in tanks for 
prompt shipment and 3%c. at works. 
Liquid chlorine in cylinders was held 
at 54%c., car lots, works, for later ship- 
ment, and 5%c. for prompt shipment. 
Less than car lots were quoted at 8c. 
to 9c. and 8c. to 9\%4c. per pound. 

Copper Cyanide.— Makers main- 
tained their prices at 5lc. to 52c. per 
pound in barrels. 

Copperas.—The product was being 
shipped out to brass manufacturers 
and producers of iron oxide as fast as 
it became available. In the absence 
of any surplus stocks, the tone was 
firmly maintained at $13 per ton in 
bulk, $16 in car lots, bags, and $18 per 
ton less than car lots, barrels. 

Glauber’s Salt—Keener competition 
for business in New England has been 
in progress. The result was a gradual 
weakening of the market until offers 
appeared down to $1 per 100 pounds, 
car lots, bags, and $1.05, car lots, bar- 
rels, with smaller quantities quoted 
within the range of $1.15 to $1.20 per 
100 pounds. ‘Foreign was available at 
70c, to 80c. per 100 pounds. Recently 
272,000 kilos were imported from Ham- 
burg, while 35,000 pounds came in from 
Holland. 

Lead Acetate.—The metal ruled 
steady during the week at 6c. per pound 
delivered this city. The market at 
East St. Louis stood at 5.80c. to 5.825c. 
The upturn in the London market was 
said to have justified higher prices 
here. Producers had not changed quo- 
tations for the chemical, which stood 
at:—Brown broken, 12c. to 12%c. per 
pound in barrels; white broken, 13%c.

Phosphorus Oxychioride.—Makers re- 
ported a fair call from the match in- 
dustry as well as for organic synthetic 
purposes. Prices for the white were 
35c. to 40c. per pound. The red was 
held at 60c. to 65c. per pound in casks. 
The trichloride in cylinders was quoted 
at 35c. per pound. 

Potash Carbonate.—The import move- 
ment from Holland was continuous and 
served to keep prices in steady shape. 
Dealers quoted 7%c. to 84c. per pound 
for the 98 to 100 percent calcined, in 
casks, and 6%c. to 7%%c. for the 96 to 
98 percent calcined. The 80 to 85 per- 
cent calcined was quoted at 5%c. to 
5%c. per pound in casks, and the 
hydrated at 6c. to 6%c. 

Potash Caustic. — Competition 
tween the foreign and domestic was 
continuous. There was a recent ar- 
rival of 214 drums from Germany. Do- 
mestic producers quoted the 88 to 92 
per cent at 7%c. to 73%c. per pound; 
flake 88 to 92 per cent, 8.05c. to 8.30c. 
f.o.b. works.

Saltpeter.—Meat packers and others 
were taking hold in a fair way. The 
import movement from Holland was 
conducted along much broader lines, 
recent receipts having included 356,000 
pounds from Holland. Prices for the 
granular remained at 6c. to 64c. per 
pound in barrels, with crystals quoted 
at 744c. to 8c. per pound in barrels, 
and powdered at 7%c. to 7%c. per 
pound in barrels. 

Soda Acetate.—Larger arrivals from 
Holland failed to influence the price 
situation. There was a tendency to 
ask higher prices for the domestic with 
some holders naming 5%c. to.6c. per 
pound, although others quoted %c. per 
pound less. Foreign was scarce and 
quoted up to 6%c. per pound, 

Soda Ash.—Carload shipments of this 
product have been well up to the totals 
of a year ago. It was expected March 
shipments would show gains over those 
of February and that total shipments 
for the first quarter of the year would 
be ahead of those of the corresponding 
period of a year ago. Producers were 
quoting light, basis 58 percent, car lots, 
at works, in bags, at $1.32 per 100 
pounds; in barrels, $1.55. Spot car lots 
of light ash were $1.37 per 100 pounds, 
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in bags, $1.60 in barrels. The contract 
prices on dense ash, basis 58 percent, 
were $1.37% in bags, $1.55 in barrels, 
Spot car lots of dense ash were $1.42, 
in bags; $1.60 in barrels. Dealers 
quoted only on less than car lots. Their 
prices on light ash, in bags, were $2.04 
to $2.19 per 100 pounds, and in barrels, 
$2.29 to $2.44. On the dense ash deal- 
ers quoted $2.30 to $2.50, in bags, and 
$2.50 to $2.70 per 100 pounds in barrels, 


Soda Caustic.— Gains which have 
been shown in manufacturing activi- 
ties in various consuming industries 
during the past few weeks should re- 
sult in larger shipments. There has 
been a gain of close to 29 percent in 
the glass industry, while the auto- 
mobile industry shows gains of close 
to 40 percent as compared with earlier 
this year. Demand for glass making 
has been materially increased. Chemi- 
cal output in general has expanded 
about 18 percent and a substantial pro- 
portion of this is represented in the 
accelerated rate of caustic soda con- 
sumption. A fairly good contract de- 
mand appeared to be running and first 
quarter shipments were expected would 
disclose gains over those of a year ago. 
Producers were generally adhering to 
the following price schedules:—Solid, 
basis 76 percent, in large drums, car 
lots, at works, $2.90 per 100 pounds; 
flake and ground, in similar packages 
and quantities, $3.30. Spot car lots 
were as follows:—Solid, $2.95 per 100 
pounds; flake ground, $3.35.

Soda Cyanide.—The arrival of 990 
cans from Havre provoked some at- 
tention in trade circles. The market 
was without special change, however, 
inasmuch as stocks were constantly 
drawn down by shipments against con- 
tracts. Domestic was held at 18c. to 
19c. per pound in 100-pound cases, 
while the foreign was quoted at 17c. to 
18c. per pound in cases. 

Soda Chlorate.— Domestic makers 
quoted 5%c. to 6c. per pound for the 
Sastern Seaboard. Prices for the for- 
eign were maintained at 6%c. per 
pound. 

Soda Silicate—The wide and varied 
uses to which this product was being 
put insured stability and steady con- 
tract shipments. It fluctuates gen- 
erally with soda ash but the steadiness 
of the latter item has kept it in firm 
shape over a period. The 40 percent 
was held at 65c. to 70c. per pound, 
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tanks, works, and 75c. to 80c. per 


pound, drums, car lots, works. The 6) 
degrees was quoted at $1.65 per 100 


pounds, drums, works. 

Tin Products—An improvement of 
25ee. per pound to a basis of 53%c. 
per pound brought the position of tin 
to the best point it has occupied on 
the current movement. The British tin 
markets have shown substantial im- 
provement. Sales of metallic tin last 
week did not reach the formidable to- 
tals seen the week before when up- 
wards of 3,000 tons exchanged hands, 
but they were large enough to give 
the market a more buoyant tone, There 
was an upward movement in this mar- 
ket in tin salts. Bichloride was ad- 
vanced to 15%c. per pound in barrels; 
crystals to 33c. per pound in barrels; 
and anhydrous tetrachloride of tin to 
33c. per pound. Tin oxide was re- 
duced 1c. to 56c. per pound. 

Zine Products.—The tendency of the 
metal was upwards until a basis of 
6.02%4c. to 6.05c, per pound spot this 
city was reached. Speculators have 
been active in the market and it was 
expected that higher prices would be

Barium Carbonate Cost 
Data Sent to President 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1928. 

The United States Tariff Commission 
has sent to the President the report of its 
findings in its investigation of the foreign 
and domestic costs of producing barium 
carbonate, made with a view of increasing 
the present duty of 1 cent per pound. 

The investigation was instituted Feb- 
ruary 20, 1925, upon application of the 
three domestic manufacturers, the Bertha 
Mineral Company, Newark, N. J.; the 
Barium Reduction Company, Charleston, 
W. Va., and the Chicago Copper and 
Chemical Company, Chicago. A state 
ment of information on the field work of 
the investigation was published April 22, 
1927, and little change in the facts there 
set forth was made at the hearing which 
was held May 238. 

Domestic consumption was determined 
to be 14,000 tons per year, while imports 
from Germany, the principal competing 
country, were 9,000 tons in 1926 and 5,000 
tons in 1927. The domestic cost of pro- 
duction was determined to be $63 per ton, 
and the German cost, $22.70 per ton. The 
cost of the German barium carbonate 
brought to New York was $31 per ton, 
plus the duty of $20 per ton Upon this 
finding the President would be justified 
under the law in increasing the duty by 
50 percent, the maximum allowed by law, 
which would make the duty $30 per ton 
and the duty paid cost of the German 


article $52.70 per ton 


Bromine Brine Found 
In Western Michigan 


MANISTEE, March 19, 1928. 

Brine, rich in bromine and containing 
also calcium chloride and magnesium 
chloride has been encountered in deep 
drilling in the Manistee district, accord- 
ing to J. H. Radenmaker, of Ruggles & 
Radenmaker, salt well operators. This 
brine is reported to have been reached 
below the salt strata in two of the 
Ruggles & Radenmaker wells. The mem- 
bers of the firm believe that the deposit 
covers a considerable area in commer- 
cially productive quantities. 

The exact depth of the brine deposit 


has not been disclosed Salt, which has 
long been an important product of this 
district, lies .at about 2,100 feet. No 


statement of analysis of the brine has 
been made, but it is said to offer possi- 
bilities in iodine as well as bromine and 
chlorides 

Ruggles & Radenmaker are now build- 
ing an addition to their plant, which is 
designed for the production of chlorine 
and soda ash from salt. Mr. Radenmaker 
intimates that this undertaking would be 
enlarged for the purpose of utilizing the 
new brine. Deep drilling, it now trans- 
pires, has been carried on inside the 
firm’s plant for some two months. 


French Tariff Placed 
In Effect March 16 


The revision of French import duties, 
provided in the bill approved by parlia- 
ment March 2, made effective March 16 
by a special decree, according to Com- 
mercial Attache H. C. MacLean at Paris. 

Goods en route will be admitted at the 
former duties provided they were shipped 
direct to France before March 16. Goods 
in French warehouses, not withdrawn or 
leclared for consumption in France be- 
fore March 16, are subject to the increased 
duties. 

The new specific duties are to be levied 
on the gross weight when the minimum 
duty does not exceed 150 francs per 100 
kilos and on the net weight in other cases, 
unless otherwise speciaily provided.

Big Spring Buying of Naphthalene Strengthens 
Prices—Solvent Naphtha and Benzol Under

Pressure—Benzidin Firm 


The report that holders of motor ben- 
zol contracts were reselling some of 
their material in the outside market 
in competition with producers had an 
unsettling influence in the market for 
coaltar products, but there was nothing 
in the situation which would lead to 
the belief that this would be more than 
a temporary development. Producers 
generally were noting a satisfactory 
seasonal call for the solvent. In fact, 
a fairly even balance appeared to have 


been struck between supply and de- 
mand and instances were occasionally 
cited where stocks had been drawn 


down to an extremely low point. 

One of the strongest coaltar base 
solvents on the list was toluol. This 
product was in fact sold ahead to the 
lacquer materials manufacturers with 
the result that spot stocks were be- 
ginning to be quoted at a premium. 
Extensive buying of naphthalene for 
early spring requirements was _ inci- 
dental last week in placing a pre- 
mium on spot goods amounting to 
about %e. per pound. The prediction 
was heard that spring requirements 
this year would account for larger 
quantities of stock than had been used 
up in many seasons. 

Irregularity of solvent naphtha was 
referred to by some members of the 
trade. Demand was not quite adequate 
to take up all the production and in 
consequence periodical price shading 
was reported. Of feature interest in 
the general run of coaltar intermediates 
and acids was the continued good de- 
mand being experienced for benzidin. 
Marked stability featured the balance 
of the list with consumers taking con- 
tinuous shipments against resting con- 
tracts.

Potash Permanganate Duty 
Hearing Will Be April 19 


WASHINGTON. March 19, 1928. 


United States Tariff Commission 
made public a preliminary state- 
of information in its investigation 
of the application for an increase in the 
duty of potassium permanganate. The 
statement will be the basis for a hearing 
which the commission has set for April 
19 in this city. 

The present duty is four 
pound. The only domestic producer is 
the Carus Chemical Company, LaSalle, 
lll., which applied for an increase No- 
vember 12, 1926. The commission began 
its inquiry May 26, 1927. Germany is 
by far the largest foreign producer and 
the potassium permanganate is produced 
there by the G., or German chemical 
trust, at its plant at Bitterfeld. The raw 
materials used are manganese ore and 
caustic potash, Domestic sources supply 
about one-tenth of the manganese ore for

being imported. This bears a duty of 
one cent per pound on the metallic 
manganese content, but most of it comes 
from Cuba and is duty-free. The German 


manufacturer uses imported 
ore, which is duty-free, and the cost of 
manganese ore is somewhat lower in 
Germany than in the United States. Be- 
cause of the rich potash deposits in Ger- 
many the I. G. is at an advantage over 
the domestic producer in purchasing 
caustic potash, practically all of which 
is imported into this country. The 1926 
domestic production of potassium per- 
manganate was substantially in excess of 
imports. It has no competitive products

Palestine Duty Exemptions 


The Palestine government has deleted 
from its list of articles exempted from 
import duty the item drugs, raw and pre-

Wattle Bark—Corn and Egg Products 
Meet Active Demand 


A distinet trend toward lower prices 
Was discernible in the market for tan- 
stuffs during the course of last week’s 
trading. This came largely as a re- 
sult of the expectation that new crops 
would be putting in an appearance 
within the next few weeks. The most 
important were in divi-divi, 
Sicily sumac, and wattle bark. In the 


iosses 


case of the latter product a net loss 
of $3 per ton was shown, although 


most of the offers from primary mar- 
ket shippers were made under cover. 

No general trend toward higher 
prices could be reported either in the 
case of dyestuffs or sizing materials, 
where there was, apparently, keen 
competition for what little business 
there was moving. It was clear that 
the import movement in not a few 
natural dye materials was being held 
in abeyance because of marked unset- 
tlement in exchange rates on some of 
the European’ countries. The keen 
fight for Latin-American synthetic 
indigo markets between domestic and 
European producers continued. How- 
ever, this had but little influence on 
the natural product. 

Active consuming demand has con- 
tinued an important feature in the 
market for sizing materials. An un- 
usually strong position ruled in all 
corn products because of the jump in 
prices for corn on the country’s lead- 
ing grain exchanges to the highest 
point in a period of four years. The 
eall for corn dextrin, as well as corn 
starches, was fully as active as it had 
been earlier in the year, and pro- 
ducers maintained the price levels that 


had been reached, on the recent ad- 
vance. Opening prices put out on a 


number of egg products by a promi- 
nent Chinese house showing advances 
of 10 percent as compared with the 
prices ruling a year ago failed to elicit 
other than a nominal interest. 

Buying of bichromates was along 
broad enough lines to strengthen the 
tone of the potash varieties. Regular 
contract shipments to industrial users 
both in potash and soda descriptions 
was fully up to recent records, and the 
outlook was that shipments during the 
first quarter of the year would com- 
pare favorably with those of the corre- 
sponding period a year ago.

Dextrin.—A decidedly bullish senti- 
ment ruled the market in consequence 
of the advance in prices for corn to 
the highest point in a period of four 
years. Corn for feeding purposes has 
sold as high as $1 a bushel around 
Chicago. The movement of corn to the 
primary markets this season has been 
out of line as compared with that of 
other years. Total receipts from No- 
vember 1 down to March 17 amounted 
to about 163,000,000 bushels, as com- 
pared with 107,000,000 bushels a year 
ago. Dealers had no complaints over 
the volume of business that was reach- 
ing them on the basis of $4.67 to $4.87 
per 100 pounds for British gum and 
$4.42 to $4.62 for corn dextrin in bags.

This is especially true of organic 
ammoniates, sulphate of ammonia and syn- 
thetics. grokers have been hunting for tank- 
age, blood fish scrap and nitrogenous without 
avail. The cupboard is bare for the time be- 
ing at any rate. Synthetic ammoniates from 
abroad were cleaned up and the first arrival 
of ammonium nitrate sulphate is scheduled on 
April 1. Sulphate of ammonia was not to be 
found in the south during the week. 

The cry for additional materials has come 
from fertilizer manufacturers who have sold 
out and are trying to round up materials to 
take care of a greater demand than was anti- 
cipated. This situation is especially pro- 
nounced in South Georgia where the demand 
for tobacco fertilizers has gone quite ahead 
of expectations.

The new price schedule ranged from 
23c. per pound for bulk lots in 250 
pound cases down to 35c. per pound 
for ™4 pound sizes. Producers have 
put up but few of the % or 4 pound 
sizes, with the result that quite a 
searcity of these exists. Coincident 
with the arrival of the first week of 
Spring jobbers were purchasing paris 
green actively. New schedules quoted 
by producers of nicotine sulphate gave 
a basis of $9.85 per 10 pound tin with 
the 95 percent quoted in small quan- 
tities at $3.25 per pound. Word came 
from the South last week that far- 
mers in Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Tennessee intended increasing their 
acreage from 5 to 25 percent this year 
and that an average acreage increase 
of 10 percent was looked for in the 
cotton belt.

Osage Lease Will Be 
Subject to Curtailment 


WASHINGTON, March 21, 1928. 

At the request of a committee of three 
oil operators of Tulsa, who appeared be- 
fore him today, the Secretary of the In- 
terior, Hubert Work, has modified the 
conditions of lease on ten tracts of the 
Osage Indian reservation oil lands which 
are advertised for lease by public auction 
on the reservation March 28 and 29. On 
these tracts, which total 1,600 acres, each 
well brought in is restricted to a maxi- 
mum output of fifty barrels per day until 
such time as the Secretary of the Interior 
shall determine that a greater output may 
be permitted. 

The committee was appointed by the 
executive committee of the Mid-Continent 
Oil and Gas Association, and consisted of 
J. C. Denton, attorney for the Mid-Con- 
tinent Refining Corporation: Ray Collins, 
operators’ umpire for the Seminole field, 
and E. B. Reeser, Barnsdall Refining Com- 
pany. The tracts in question are a part 
of the richest section of the Osage field 
and which during the war were offered 
by the tribe through patriotic motives as 
a naval petroleum reservation. The Navy 
Department never took up the offer, as it 
did not become necessary, but in the 
meanwhile these lands were not offered 
for lease. The Secretary of the Interior 
is required by law to offer 100,000 acres 
of Osage oil lands for lease each year. 
The Kay County Gas Company held a gas 
lease on these lands before the offer to 
the navy, and recently a gas well devel- 
oped into a large producing oil well. The 
gas company’s lease permits it to operate 
such ofl wells until an oil lease is taken 
on the property. To prevent drainage of 
this region, the Secretary of the Interior 
included this and adjoining tracts in the 
lease offerings for this year. 

To have these tracts producing in sub- 
stantial quantities would seriously hamper 
the efforts to curtail production being 
made by the Kansas-Oklahoma division 
of the Mid-Continent Oil and Gas Asso- 
ciation, and might result in bringing in 
a new pool, the committee told the secre- 
tary. They asked that on four quarter- 
section tracts the lease provide that only 
offset wells be permitted or else that pro- 
duction be restricted to 50 barrels per 
well per day, both restrictions to remain 
in force until the secretary should deter- 
mine that the period of overproduction 
had passed. The secretary proposed to 
apply the second proposal to ten tracts, 
and the committee accepted this as satis- 
factory. A telegram favoring this move 
was sent the secretary by the Okmulgee 
District Oil and Gas Association. 





Crude-Natural Gasoline 
Mixture Pays Oil Freight 


WASHINGTON, March 16, 1928. 


A mixture of crude oil and natural gas- 
cline which has all the properties of crude 
oil and sells at the crude oil price should 
pay the freight rate for crude oil, rather 
than that for petroleum oil not specific- 
ally provided for, an examiner of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission reported 
today in a case brought by the Skelly Oil 
Company. The shipments in question had 
had 20 percent of natural gasolien added 


to natural crude, so that the _ specific 
gravity of the product ranged from 40.2 
to 43.7. The examiner held that since 


some crudes naturally range between 37 
and 47 specific gravity and yield from 
36 to 40 percent of refined gasoline, the 
mixture in question should be considered 


as crude oil.
